A Bone of St. Stephen, 
a Bone of St. - Auguſtin, a Finger of one of 
the Innocents that were put to Death, by 
Herod when he ſought to have deſtroyed our 
Saviour; the Chains of St. Peter which have 
large ſtrong Iron Links; a. Bone of St. Pa, 
a Leg Bonc of one of the 11000 Virgins 
that were ſent out of England to marry and 
encreaſe the Chriſtians in the Indies; an 
Arm- bone of St. Blazims ; a Bone of St. Se- 
baſtian, the Bones of Theotonias in à Silver 
Cheſt, the Bones of the 5 Martyrs that were 
ſent to Convert the Infidels in Barbary, and 
there put to Death by them, in a Silver 
Cheſt; a Bone of St. Laurence.

Aveyro, is an handſom Market Town,

The ſecond time of our going to Sea 
we ſoon met with contrary Winds, and 


in the Gulf of Valentia had hard blowing, 


which forced us to Sea towards the Bar- 
bary Coaſt ; but the Weather coming more 
favourable we returned to the Spaniſb 
Shoar, and Coaſting along by the Iſlands 
of Ivica, Majorca and Miuorca, made fight 
of Sardinia, and the Iſland of Corſica be- 
longing to the. Republick of Genoa; we 


ſtood cloſe in for this Iſland, and came . 


within ' Gun-ſhot of a Town called La- 
giaſo, it ſeemed to be a prety little Town. 
This is a good cloſe Port on each ſide 


encompaſſed with high Mountains, Here 


the ſmall Boat went- on ſhore to learn 
what Intelligence they could get of the 
Engliſh Armada. I was not on Shore 


in this Town, but the Mariners told 


me, the. Inhabitants of this Mountainous 
Illand are all Banditos, infomuch that 


what with the Apprehenſions they have 


of the Moors Invading them, and the 


Conſciouſneſs of their own Villanies, they 
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are always upon their Guard, and whether 
at Work or Play, have always their Gum 

about them. 5 5 5 
Coaſting along this Iſland, we came 
over againſt another little Town called 
Carvi, where we ſent on Shore to learn 

what News of the Engliſh Fleet. This 
Ifland towards the Sea, is very Moun- 
tainous, the Hills ſo high, there lies Snow 
upon them all the Year round. 

This Iſland oontains a large Circum- 
_ ference; it is a fruitful Soil, abounding 

with all ſorts of Proviſions. 


After being the ſecond time at Sea 
for fifteen Days we arrived at Genoa. , Up- 
to an Anchor in this Harbour, defended 
by two Molas. Before building of the 
new Mola, there was no ſafe riding here 
for their Ships. This was a Work & 
prodigious coſt and trouble, running into 
the Sea a very conſiderable way, and that 
in ſo deep Water, that the biggeſt Ship 
may Ride here cloſe to the Mola, - 

At the upper end of this Mola, ſtands 
the Lanthorn, upon a little riſing Rock 
which commands the Sea for many Leagues, 
and is alſo of importance ts guide in the 
Ships by Night, there being a Light con- 
tinually Burning upon 1t. Thi

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This proud City, with the Villas and 
Gardens about it, affords'a moſt delight- 
ful Proſpect from the Sea. put 


Coming hither two or three Days be- 
fore the Feaſt of St. Bernard, I had the 
opportunity of ſeeing the Ceremony of 
the Doge's giving a Portion to twelve 
Nuns of the Order of St. Jerom. This 
\ Cuſtom is annual, and the manner of it 
| thus; Out of this Convent are taken 

twelve, whoſe Inclinations are for Mar- 
riage and defirous to live in the World, 
They are brought from the Convent in 
Litters to the Church of St. Ber ard, where 
the Doge and Senate being met; after 
| Maſs, the Doge gives to each of them a 
Ticket of two hundred Livers for their 
| Portion; then they are carried back to 
the Convent, where any one that hath a 
mind to make Court to them, hath Li- 
4 of Making his Addreſſes and Con- 
verſing with them, thro' the Grates; if 
they agree to Marry, they are ſuffered to 
$0 out, if they never Marry, the Houſe 
was the Benefit of their Fortunes.

After having ſeen theſe that are the bef 
of their Churches, I went to viſit the 
Doge's Palace; where I was ſhewn their 
leveral Chambers of juſtice, with the 
Doge's Apartment, and the Room wherg 
he gives Audience. Theſe Rooms are 
hung with red Damask, lac'd with Gold 
 Aﬀterwards I was carryed to the Ar: 
mory, in which are — and Pikes 
for Forty or Fifty thouſand Men; here I 
was ſhewn two Halberts, each of them 
having two Piſtol Rarrels in them, ſome 
Suits of Armour, they ſay made for cer- 
tain Genoeſe Amazons that were famous in 
the Wars of the Holy Land; alfo a -lea- 
ther Cannon lined thin with Braſs, they 
fay it may be fired three times without 
Tponging, tho?

I was alſo ſhewn two Piſtols, the one 
with one hundred and twenty Barrels, 
and is to be fired at three times, the o- 
ther hath feven Barrels.

ſir and near. The four Rows of Pillars that 
ſupport the Portico almoſt round the great 
Piazza before the Church look molt 1tate- 
ly; the Neſigners of this Piazza were the 
Cavalier Bernini and the Cavalier Rinald?. 
In the middle of this Piazza ſtands a 
noble Cuglia ſet up here by Situs Quin- 
tus, ſuſtain d by four brazen Lions; the 
raſing on the Pedeſtal was contriv'd by the 
lngenuity of the famous Dominico Fontana. 
On each fide of the Grg/za is a pleaſant 
Fountain, plentifully and continually throw- 
ing up Water. You aſcend to this Church 
by Steps of Marble, which are continued 
the whole length of the Frontiſpiece. When 


you have aſcended the Steps before this 


Bafilica, you may have your choice of en- 
tering thro' five great Door · places into the 
Portico, correſponding to which are ocher 
large Doors of the fame number into this 
lately Church.

Julius the Third; Paul the Fourth; then 
followed him Pius the Fourth, who made 
the Front by Direction of Giacomo Baroꝛzi. 
Sixtas Quintus erected the wonderful great 
Cupola here, which is of the ſame Dimen- 
ſions with the Pantheon. The chief Ma- 
nager of this great Undertaking was Ca- 
yalier Fontana.

A Traveller ought to obſerve here firſt 
the Church of St. Anthony, whoſe Body lies 
in a ſide Chappel, on the left Hand of the 
Church; this Chappel is curiouſſy adorned 
with moſt delicate Figures of white Mar- 
ble; the Fryats take care to keep this Sepul- 
care perfum d, and the common People are 
made to belieye that to be the Odour of 
Sanity; and a ſweet Scent from his dry

Soon after I left Verona, I began to climb

invent, for chis Paſſage is very narrow; on 
one hand runs the Adige, the other is con- 
fined by the high Rocks which are impaſſa- 


ble; this narrow Entrance being thus ſe- 


cured on each ſide, what was tirther necel- 
ary vas only cutting the: Rock down for 
ſome Yards deep and broad, which lets in 
the River where cut, and by a Draw-bridge 
is only paſſable; there are two of thete 
Bridges. 

Adjoining to the Rock is a little Cottage 
or two, where the Guards of chis place, 
conſiſting. of 4 or 5 Men, inhabit ; croſs

the Water is an Iron Chain, to hinder an 
Boats paſſing, faſtened on the farther ſide, 


where they have ſuch another narrow Paſs: 


The Hill here as you go ont of the Vene- 
tian Territories is ſo Steep and Rocky, that 
we were obliged to take our Horſes out of 
the Caleche, and to have it drawn up b 
Mien for near 200 Paces. A. little diſtance 
from the Chinſa is the Wall that divides the 
Venetian State, and the 7yr ole, which is cal- 
Borgetto, tho they ſay, That the Venctian 
Privileges reach to the Stone-Croſs hard 
by. This Night I lodged at Alla; the 
next day paſſing thro Roveredo I came at 
Night to Trent, where the laſt General 
Council was held, begun in the Pontificate 
of Paul the 3d, and ended in that of Pius 
the th. Here were Twenty five Seſſions, 
in which were preſent 7 Cardinals, 2 Le- 
gates, 3 Patriarchs, 32 Archbiſhops, 230 
Biſhops, 71 Abbots, 7 Generals of the Re- 
ligious Orders, Divines 146, the Ambaſ⸗ 
ſadors of Ferdinando the Emperor, who ap- 
peared alſo for che Kingdoms of /7angary 
and Bohemia, as well as for the Empire; 

3 of Spain, Poland, Portugal 
and the Republick of Venice, the Miniſters 
of the Duke of Bavaria, Savoy, Florence, 
and other Catholick Princes. - All of them

The Town of Inſprug is not large, it lies 


between the Hills where the Snow remains 
all the Year round. When I ſaw it, it ap-

Entertainment to him and the Empreſs; 
both Shooting very well with Bullet 
Guns. 

The Rooms in this Palace are not large 
nor ſtately, but convenient and pleaſant;

eee beſides a conſiderable Trade for Whale 
PS * Fiſhing in Greenland: All this Commerce 
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many able Merchants among them. The 
Exgliſb, upon their firſt. eſtabliſhment, had 
great Privileges granted them; but of late 
Years they have been retrenched, and it is 
to be feared, that if due care be not taken 
the Town will _ gain upon them. What 
Advantage England may gain, by layin 
open he Trade of the Woollen Mania 
ture, I leave to others better skilled in 
theſe Matters to Uetermine; bur, I think, 
it will be plainly prejudicial to the Mer- 
chant Adventurers of this Place. 

The Town is well Walled and ſtrong, 
but depends not upon ſts own ſtrength, to - 
much as the aſſiſtance of the Neighbour- 
ing Princes of Germany, who are ready 
enough for. their own ſakes to aid her 
when attacked by the Danes, who keep 
up their Pretenſions to her. They have 
four great Gates, the Altena-Gate, rho

I faw this Beaſt engaged with three large 
wild Bears, they at firſt made furiouſly at

ſhoulder, he could not keep his hold long, 
for the Ox ſoon got his Horn under the 
Bear's Belly, and threw him over his back;

Thus having ſpent ſome time in Pruſſia, 
took my leave of Dantrict, and embark-

it was the 20th of June 1699, that I 
came on Board a ſmall Wiſmar Cryer from 
Dantzick bound for Hamburgh with Cotn. 


The next Morning we ſet Sail, but the 
Wind proving contrary ac Weſt, we made 
little of it that day; the Night follow- 
ing the Wind continued at V Veſt North 
VVeſt ; on 7hurſday night we got clear of 


the Anuoult, where the dangerous Rocks 


have been fatal to many a Ship; the Wind

Eaſt, which with a gentle Gale ſetled till 


Morning, when it ſhifted again, and re-

that nothing here was to be had, or expect- 
ed; however we were far better contented 
here than at Sea, where were often violent 
Storms of Wind by Gusſhes, and nothing 
But a ſputtering Rain all day, which fed 
the Wind then at South-Weſt and VVeſt 
South-Weſt; rhe Wind continued the ſame 
the next day, blowing hard Storm. 
On Friday Morning the Wind Shifted 
round the Compaſs, about Noon it began 
to blow at South - VVeſt.
